Fifteen Hundred Men Surround Pal­

Mrs. Pankhurst 
Appeared She and Some Fol­ 
lowers Were Arrested.

suffragettes w ere arrested late Thurs­ 
day afternoon for rioting th at result­ 
ed from efforts

Mrs. 
Pankhurst 
was 
among those arrested. 
Several 
suffragette 
sympathizers 
.also were held. Amid scenes of vio­ 
lent disorder and 
confusion several 
hundred women attempted 
to rush 
the police outside

palace 
and 
rescue the prisoners. They w ere fi- 
rally dispersed and 
arrested women 
and men rushed to police statiteir in 
taxicabs.

Buckingham palace with her follow­ 
ers, demand admission and seek an 
interview with the king.

The suffragettes finalis” mobolized 
in W hitehall and paraded toward the 
palace. 
Mrs. Pankhurst, surrounded 
by several hundred suffragettes, sod­

march down the drive to the palace. 
Mounted police stopped her. 
The 
women with her, arm ed with stocks, 
attem pted to cut their 
way through 
the lines and fought with such force 
that the police, charged. 
Several women were injured. The 
raiders were finally driven hack, but 
left Mrs. P aukhurst 
and 
a num ber 
of her lieutenants in the clutches of 
the police. On the ground lay parts 
of garm ents which had been torn off 
the women in the fighting.

tors. 
Now it is more often the rail­ 
road managers who are quick to sug­ 
gest, arbitration and the union repre­ 
sentatives who refiles their consent. 
Iii the management and operation 
of the roads tho unions have also 
gained glreat influence. 
They .ane 
largely responsible for tile passage al 
most of the laws requiring safety ap­ 
pliances to be installed on railroad 
trains. 
Under 
the 
seniority 
rule, 
which 
prevails 
almost 
universally, 
promotion must be given to the men 
who are oldest in point of service.

April 19, 1902, the court rendered a 
decree setting aside the sale and the 
tru stee’s deed and finding that the 
plaintiffs in this suit were indebted 
to the defendants iii the sum of $2, 
004.11 and all costs of the suit, and 
that iii the event of the failure of the 
said plaintiffs - to pay to the defend­ 
ants tho sum of tho judgment and 
costs before June 7, 1902, the sheriff 
was instructed to sell the laud under 
s o c ia l execution. 
The plaintiffs allege that they were 
wholly unable, by reason of want of 
money and property, to appeal from 
this decree of the court; that during 
the existence of the deed of trust in 
favor of the defendants the plaintiffs 
were required by the defendants to 
surrender to them a large portion of 
the products of the farm, and that, in 
the spring of the year 1902, tile plain­ 
tiffs planted large crops on tho farm.

The Railroad Must Pay 
The jury in the case of IL C. Smith, 
a deputy shefiff, against the Santa 
Fe, in which $2,000 damages were 
demanded on account of Smith's al­ 
leged expulsion from a 
train 
near 
Gower last August, today returned a 
\erdiet for the plaintiff, awarding him 
$5 actual damages and $500 punitive 
damages, says Thursday’s St. Joseph 
News-Press. 
The case was on trial in Judge 
Mayer's cour. 
Under Judge Mayer’s 
instructions, the verdict must have 
been for the plaintiff, as the court 
held that the company had no right 
to charge more than 2 cents a mile 
fare, but the amount of damages was 
left to the jury. 
The evidence was that Smith board­ 
ed the train at Gower and, as he had 
neglected to buy a ticket, tendered 
the conductor 40 cents for tha trip to 
St. 
Joseph, 
a 
distance of twenty 
. miles. 
The conductor 
refused 
the 
money, demanding GO cents. 
The ad- 
tional 20 cents, the conductor said, 
was penalty for failure 
to 
buy 
a 
ticket, in accordance with a posted 
rule of the company. 
Smith wouldn’t 
pay GO cents and was put off. 
It w'as explained to the jury that 
the company's rule, under which the 
conductor acted, was in effect only 
a few months, following the decision 
of the United States supreme court in 
upholding the 2-cent passenger rate 
in Missouri. 
The rule now' in effect with refer­ 
ence to cash lares, as laid down by 
the state public service commission, 
is that the conductor may charge a 
penalty of IO cents, without refer­ 
ence to the distance to be traveled,
